Petition Upheld 
By City Council 


In the face of petitioned pro- 
tests from 72 residents of the Col- 
lege Heights district, the Upland 
city council last night was forced 
to turn down the request of the 
Garrett Construction company 
for a zone change from agricul- 
tural to light manufacturing. 

City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
ruled against a ypossible compro- 
mise zone change to C-2, retail 
business. He said that the Gar- 
rett Construction company’s busi- 
ness did not come under the head- 
ing of a commercial zone though 
its offices alone might. 

Spot Zone | 

The company wanted what was 
termed by residents as a “spot 
zone change to erect office build- 
ings and maintenance yard. 

There was no representative of 
the Garrett company present and 
councilmen unanimously turned 
down the zone change request but 
not until Councilman Paul Hottel 
learned from _a spokesman of the 
résidents that they. would protest 
any zone change from agricultural 
that would bring business in the 
area. 

A lone woman property owner 
in the packed council chamber de- 
clared she favored the zone 
change along Benson avenue north 
of the Pacific Electric tracks and 
she lived “right next door” to the 
property owned by the company.

Chamber spokesmen deny charges 
Made In Taxpayer Court Suit 


An Ontario taxpayer has 
Started legal action to force the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce to 
return more than ten thousand 
dollars given it to advertise the 
city of Ontario. 

In the suit, taxpayer Axley 
charges that the use of city funds 
by the chamber was an illegal 
practice because the chamber is 
not an employe of the city. 

However, according to chamber 
spokesmen, the chamber used the 
funds only to pay for projects 
which had been approved by the 
city council in regular session. 

Here Is Procedure 

Here is the procedure followed 
by the chamber in use of city 
funds. 

The chamber would prepare a 
project publicizing the city. The 
project would be discussed at 
council meeting. If approved by 


the council the chamber would go 
ahead with the program. When 
finished the chamber would pre- 
sent a bill for expenses to the 
council. 

If approved by the city council 
the bill would be paid to the 
chamber by a warrant from the 
city treasurer. 

Triple Check 

All funds received by the cham- 
ber thus received a triple check, 
chamber spokesmen said last 
night. 

As an example, it is a matter 
of record that last year a sum of 
$3000 was earmarked by the 
council for advertising with the 
chamber designated as the city’s 
agent. 

This budgeting of city funds by 
the city council was the authori- 
zation under which the chamber 
acted in spending the funds.

‘Ontario by the chamber far ex- 
ceeds the cash amount spent by 
the city, as well as the amount 
represented by rental of the of- 
fice space they occupy. 

At that time, Busch answered 
two GuesHIONS x raised in connection 


with the chamber of commerce: 
Two Questions 
Whether the city has illegally 
provided the chamber with public 
funds. 


Whether the chamber illegally 
occupies space in city hall. 

In answering the first question, 
the attorney referred to the or- 
ganic law of Ontario, Act 5233, 
|Sections 850 through 855, and the 
general laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, Section 862.23. 

Cites Case aaa 

Busch further bolstered his 
opinion with a judicial opinion 
rendered in 1931 in a suit involv- 
ing a chamber of commerce and 
the city of Sacramento. 

The opinion reads: “We are of 
the view that by common consent, 
it is Now held to be well within 
ja public purpose for any given 
| locality to expend public funds 
|within due limitations for adver- 
| tising and otherwise calling at- 
|tention to its natural advantages, 
}its resources, its enterprises and 
its adaptability for commercial 
|sites, with the object of increas- 
jing its trade, commerce and of 
encouraging people to settle in 
| that particular community.” 

In connection with the chamber 
use of city office space, Busch 
;said that although in the past 
the chamber has used space under 
a verbal understanding with the 
council, it would be advisable to 
enter into a formal lease with the 
chamber. His formal opinion fol- 
lows: 

| “The advertising services that 
lthe chamber of commerce has 
rendered the city has far ex- 
ceeded the cash amount paid the 
ichamber, plus the reasonable 
rental value of the space. : 

“Tt is the opinion of this office 
that there has been no illegal ex- 
penditure of public funds or.-il- 
legal use of public building.” 








Upland city tax 
May jump 6 cents 


Upland’s city tax rate will jump from $1.62 per $100 as- 


sessed valuation to $1.68 to finance a budget totaling $336.- 
529 if the Upland council takes final action on the six-cent 


increased rate. 


Council members last night adopted the increased tax 
rate tentatively last night along with the 1949-50 budget. 


City Manager R. G. Manley reported the increased tax 


rate was to provide additional funds for sewer bonds which

For Sewer Bonds 

Three cents of the six-cent in- 
crease will go for sewer bonds 
and the remaining three cents for 
the increased costs of municipal 
government. 

The 1949-50 figure of $336,529 
was $27,056 higher than the 1948- 
49 budget estimate of $309,473. 

Exact tax rate figures are not 
available until the city adminis- 
tration receives its final assess- 
ment figures which will be avail- 
able in August. The tax rate, 
however, must be set before Au- 
gust 14, according to law.

Biggest budget item is the po- 
lice department with an estimat- 
ed expenditure of $65,652. The 
fire department follows with $21,- 
602 and sanitation with $21,602.

The eviction suit named Mayor

Ten Days to File 

They have 10 days in which to 
file an answer to the suit or a de- 
murrer asking dismissal of the 
demands on the grounds there is 
no cause for action.

The chamber turned a _ cold 


shoulder on the proposition and 
the council followed suit when 
the eviction demand was present- 
ed at the July 5 council meeting. 
Three weeks later legal action 
was begun in Superior Court.
